Washihoton, June 8.—At 10-^ a. m. 
General Sheridan was resting easily, 
with no especial change in his physical 
condition. 
His mind is perfectly clear 
this morning. 
He asked his brother 
several questions about the political 
news of yesterday and made two or three 
characteristic comments on the informa- 
tion given in reply. 


The organic diseases from which (Gen- 
eral Sheridan suffers remains unyield- 
ing, 
He vas more or lees delirious all 
through the night, not violently though, 
for he was too weak for that. 
But he 
could not recognize the members of his 
family or his physicians, and refused to 
take any medicine or nouxishmeni 


About 6 o'clock this morning his mind 
cleared and he readily took peptoniaed 
milk. Each of the several attacks which 
he has had lately have left him much 
weaker than the previous one. 
His 
rallies have been but partial and unsat- 
isfactory. 
Altogether the case is a most 
desperate one. 


From information received from high 
sources it is believed the end is not far 
off. 


1 p. m.—General Sheridan has been 
resting tranquilly all morning. 
His 
pulse is about 105. 
His respiration is 
28, but varying. 
His skin is warm and 
moist 
He coughs but little. His mind 
is clear. 


At 3 o'clock General Sheridan was 
resting easy and there was no change 
since the last bulletin. 


BAiiTDfoBn, Md., June 8.—Harrison 
Garrett, a brother to Bobert

and manager of the banking Arm of 
Bobert Garrett A Sons, of this d t j , was 
drowned last night in Potomac river. 
His yacht, the Gleam, in which he and 
a party of friends were coming to Balti- 
more from Annapolis, was run down off 
a seven-foot knoll by the steamer Joppa 
and sunk, being struck amidship and 
almost cut in two. 
According to ac- 
counts all hands on the Gleam were 
rescued except Mr. Garrett, who was 
seen by a passenger on the Joppa to fall 
overboard.

The Hoase Passes the BUI to Constmet 


a Bridge 
Over the Mlssonrl 


Blver, Near Omaha. 


He Talks of the Situation In a Manly 
Way—He is Satisfied. 


Indianapolis, 
June 
8.—Governor 
Gray was proceeding in his composed, 
methodical way, as is his wont, with 
the duties of his office when the news- 
paper man stepped in.. His manner was 
that of a man who felt a keen sense of 
disappointment at his failure to reach 
the acme of his ambition, but who was 
able at the same time to accept the de- 
nouement philosophically and yield to 
the inevitable with becoming grace. 
When the reporter called he had jnst 
accepted an invitation by wire to attend 
the commencement exercises of the state 
normal school at Terre Haute to-day 
and make an address and deliver the 
diplomas to the graduates. 
Then, fum- 
ing to his stenographer again, he dic- 
tated the following dispatch: 


Indianapoub, June 7, 1888. 


To Hon. Alien G. Thurman, Columbus, Ohio: 
Accept my coiigratulatione on yonr 
nomination. 
Cleveland and Thurman 
will receive the enthusiastic support of 
the Indiana democracy. 


Isaac P. Gbat. 
"What have you to say of the out 
come of the convention ?" the reporter 
inqu'^ed. 


"I nave had no other expectation for 
two days," he answered. 
"When the 
New York delegation declared for Mr. 
Thurman I was satisfied he would be 
the nominee of the convention for vice- 
president. 


"Did the support of New Tork mean 
that Mr. Thurman was the choice of the 
administration?"

"Not necessarily so, but it created 
that impression. 
The delegates 
from 
all sections of the country accepted it as 
the will of the president. 
My friends 
in St. Louis wrote me to this effect as 
the convention began to assemble, and 
told me it would be impossible to over- 
come this impression."

Great abuses had crept into the office, 
and Cleveland won new laurels by his 
business methods, sterling integrity and 
honesty in the administration of his af- 
fairs. 


His first case after having the office of 
sherifi illustrates a trait in his character 
that speaks volumes for his love of jus- 
tice and big heart. A poor woman came 
to him in great distress over the threat 
ened foreclosure of a mortgage upon her 
house. Her husband was sick, unable 
to work, and the future president of the 
United States, convinced that she was 
the victim of persecution, drew $1,400 
out of the bank, hired a horse and buggy 
and paid off the claim. 


He soon formed a partnership with 
Lymon K. Boss, who had beaten him 
a few years before for the office of prose- 
cuting attorney. His position was now 
an assured one. He was in the frort 
rack of the leading attorneys of the 
Buffalo bar. 


In 1881 dissatisfaction reigned in 
Buffalo on account of tbe reckless man- 
ner in which the affairs of the city 
government were administered.

electoral votes out of 401, and was duly 
inaugurated on the 4th of March. 1885, 
at Washington.

ALLEN G. TflUBMAxN! 


The Story of Uig Life and Pablle Ser- 
vices. 


Allen G. Thurman, the distinguished 
jurist and able statesman, was bom in 
Lynchburg, Va., November 13, 1813, 
and is consequently seventy-four. His 
father was Bev. P. Thurman;his mother 
was the only daughter of Col. Nathaniel 
Allen, of North Carolina, who was the 
nephew and adopted son of Joseph 
Hewes, one of the signers of the Declar- 
ation of Independence. So it can be 
seen that Judge Thurman comes of 
most excellent stock. 


In 1819 his parents moved to Chilli- 
cot he, Ohio, and here he lived until 
1853, when he went to Columbus to live, 
which is at present his home. 


Judge Thurman received his educa- 
tion in Chillicothe academy. His legal 
education he received in the office of the 
late Governor William Allen, who was 
then a noted lawyer of that section and 
who was a man of a good deal of the 
same stamp as Judge Thurman. 


Judge Thurman was admitted to the 
bar in 1835. He was elected to the su- 
preme bench of Ohio in 1851, being 
chief justice of the Oliio supreme court 
from 1854 to 1856. 


Jnst before behig elected supreme 
.udge he served as member of the na- 
tional house of representatives from his 
district with honor and distinction. This 
was in 1844. 


In 1867 Judge Thurman was demo- 
cratic candidate for governor of Ohio, 
and was beaten by less than 3,000 votes, 
although the republican majority the 
previous year was 43,000. 


In January 1868, he was elected to 
the United St^ites senate, and was re- 
elected in 1874. 
Since his retirement 
from public life Jndge Thurman bas re- 
sided quietly in Columbus, engaged in 
the practice of his profession. Although 
many times a prominent candidate for 
the presidency, he has never actu- 
ally sought the nomination. He has a 
warm place in the hearts of his country 
men for his many public and private 
virtues. Although a strict and nncom- 
promising democrat he has the respect 
and esteem of the men of all parties, be- 
cause of the purity of his political rec- 
ord and the manliness that has charac- 
terized it. 


In all of his public acts he has been 
straightforward and honest, and has 
been fearless in exposing and denounc- 
ing all corruption and dishonesty, let it 
hit party friend or foe. 
It is this deter-

H m Axneric«a Orase íbr Uose Ji 


A short time a?o there was a fad for 
rose jars. Now it is a ci-aze. Every- 
body has it. In some drawing-rooms 
jOiey are elaborate and costly, in lead 
pretentious apartments they are hand- 
lome and effective, and in still hum- 
bler apartments they are pretty. Tho 
aroma of the rose leaves, with which 
they are filled, add a pleasant perfume 
to the room. They are employed, not 
only in parlors and reception-rooms, 
but in my lady's boudoir, and in some 
cases each room in the house has one. 
So popular have they become that a 
form of jar worship now prevails. At 
ladies' teas the latest desi^s are dis- 
cussed and raved about, and every new 
acquisition is hailed with delight. The 
history of the evolution of the rose jar 
is quite romantic, and reaches back 
some distance into the past. The rose 
jar proper was in the shape of an um, 
and originated with the Turks cen- 
turies ago. They were usually made 
of lead, and were one of the indispen- 
sable adjuncts of the harem. The old 
palaces of Oriental 
countries were 
without windows, and the rooms were 
inclosed by rough walls which were 
covered with various colored hapgings. 
These apartments were decorated most 
sumptuously, and the atmospliere was 
rendered delightful to the senses by 
perfumes emitted from urns containing 
rose 
leaves. 
Their 
use extended 
throughout Turkey and Persia and 
even to India, where they are still em- 
ployed. 


An importing house of this city hav- 
ing business representatives all over 
the world looking for curios and an- 
tiq|ues, first introduced the rose jars into 
this country. Their trade extends as 
far as Japan in one direction and Con- 
stantinople in the other, and they con- 
ceived the happy idea of applying the 
Japanese tea jar to the Turkish use as 
a receptacle for rose leaves. The tea 
jars of Japan had their origin with the 
establishment of a secret society called 
the Cha-no-you, about 400 years ago. 
This society was a strong political pow- 
er for many years, and, as a cover to 
the real purpose of meeting, tea drink- 
ing was indulged in, and tea jars em- 
ployed. These jars were used to hold 
the tea leaves and were made of china 
and porcelain. The best skill of the 
country was applied to making fanciful 
designs. The customs of the society 
were handed down from generation to 
generation, until they have become 
matters of history. 


Thus the rose jar of to-day is a com- 
bination of the rose jar of the ancient 
Turks and the tea jar of the Japanese. 
They are being 
imported in large 
quantities, and the demand for them 
which started in this city is spreading 
all over the country. A prominent 
Broadway dealer has imported 400 dif- 
ferent styles of jars. They are of every 
conceivable shape and design, and cost 
from 16 cents to $200 each. Small cans 
containing a potpourri of rose leaves 
and spices are kept for filling the jars. 
Some ladies, however, prefer to fill the 
¡ars with rose leaves from their own 
gardens or conservatories. 
The craze 
IS confined to America at present, but 
is expected to extend to Europe by 
next summer.—New York Mail.

rose jars. Now it is a craze. Every 
body has it. Ic some drawing-rooms 
,they are elaborate aud costly, in led* 
pretentious apartments they are hand 
wme and effective, and in still bum- 
bier apartment* they are pretty. Th 
aroma of the rose leaves, with which 
they are filled, add s pleasant perfum 
to the room. They aru employed, no 
only in parlors and reception-rooms 
but in my lady's boudoir, aud in some 
cases each room in tlio house has one 
So popular have they become that a 
form of jar worship now prevails. A 
ladies' teas the latest designs are dis- 
cussed and raved about, and every new- 
acquisition is hailed with delight The 
history of the evolution of the rose ja 
Is quite romantic, and reaches back 
some distance into the past. Tbe rose 
jar proper was in the shape of an urn 
and originated with the Turks cen- 
turies ago. They were usually made 
of lead, and were oiie of the indispeu 
sable adjuncts of the harem. The old 
palaces of Oriental countries were 
without windows, and the rooms wore 
inclosed by rough walls which were 
covered with various colored hangings. 
These apartments were dccorateu rooa 
sumptuously, and tlio atmosphere vraa 
rendered delightful to the senses by 
perfumes emitted from urns containing 
rose leaves.

throughout Turkey and Persia ant 
even to India, where they are still em- 
ployed. 


An importing house of this city hav- 


ing business representatives all over 
the world looking for curios and an- 
iiques, firstintroduced tbe rose jars into 
this country. Their trade extends as 
.ar as Japan In ono direction and Con- 
stantinople in the other, and they con- 
ocived the happy idea of applying tbe 
fopanese tea jar to the Turkish use as 
a receptsfle for rose leaves. The tea 
afs of Japan had their origin with the 
establishment of a secret society called 
the Cha-no-you, about 400 years ago. 
This society was a strong political pow- 
er for many years, and, as a cover to 
he real purpose of meeting, tea drink- 
ng was indulged in, and tea jars em- 
ployed. These jars wero used to hold 
the tea leaves and wero made of china 
and porcelain. Tbe beet skill of the 
country was applied to making fanciful 
designs. The customs of the society 
were handed down from generation to 
generation, until they have become 
matters of history. 


Thus the rose jar of to-day is a com- 


ifnatiou of the rose jar of tho ancient 
Turks aud the tea jar of tbe Japanese. 
They an beinz imported in large 
quantities, and the demand for them 
whkh started in this citf is spreading 
all orer tbe country. A prominent 
[roadway dealer has imported 400 dif- 
erent styles of jam. They are of every 
conceivable shape and design, and cost 
from 16 cents to $200 each. Small can*
